Washington, September 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Belief was 
expressed in administration circles 
today that President Wilson had de- 
eided to delay carrying out the di- 
fections of Article 34 of the new 
merchant marine act, relative to ter- 
mination of certain commercial trea- 
ties, until congress in 
December. White 
however, refused 


matter. 

Section 34 of the act directs the 
president, within ninety days of the 
signing of the bill—which became 
a law on June 4—to give notice to 
the governments of all countries 
parties to commercial treaties with 
the United States that the pro- 
visions of any such treaty which 
restrict this country in imposing dis- 
criminatery import duties and ton- 
nage dues on foreign vessels will be 
terminated. 

The time for giving such notices 
expired September 4, and though 
the state department was prepared 
to forward the necessary communi- 
cations to the twenty or more coun- 
»tries affected the president is un- 
@erstood to have halted the action.

Reconsideration of section 34 by 
the congress is awaited by the pres- 
igent, officiale say, on the ground 
“that the full significance of its pro- 
visions was not appreciated at the 
time passage.

league of Richmond had their #rst 
experience as registrars today when 
two prominent workers in the 
league ranks were sworn’ in. as

who also had as an assistant:a 
mere man, The two women, Mrs. 
Frank L. Jobson and. Mrs. Carter 
W. Wormeley, distinguished them- 
Selves by scoring each a higher 
record than ..e faster worker of 
the men. Of the total of 578 fem- 
inine voters enrolled, Mrs. Jobson 
accepted 193 as qualified for the 
ballot, and Mrs. Wormeley 134. City 
Registrar Woodson enrolled 126, 
all negro women, and his assist- 
ant, La Mott Blakely, 125. There 
wes sepa:..tion of the races at the 
registration offices. Only white 
women regir ing with the equal 
suffrage representatives. 

Negro women protested ~clamor- 
ously against the refusal of the 
registrar to swear in as deputies 
several of their number who ten- 
dered their services. More than a 
hundred negro women were in line 
waiting to register when the doors 
were closed for the day. Mrs. 
Wormeley, deputy registrar, dis- 
covered at the close of the day that 
she had been robbed of her silk 
vanity bang, $15 in cash and a 
package of important papers. The 
money and valuables were filched 
from the table at which the depu- 
ty was enrolling women. 

The total of the city’s registered 
feminine vote rose to 2,650 today, 
sufficient to swing any municipal 
election held in the last decade if 
polled solidly. The total of the ne- 
gro woman’s vote enrolled to this 
time is approximately 450. 


NO AGE-TELLING 
FOR MAINE WOMEN 
ON REGISTERING 


Portland, Maine., September 20.— 
The supreme court today decided 
that a woman should not be re- 


quired to tell her age in order 
to qualify as a voter. 

In a writ of mandamus issued by 
Justice Wilson, the local board of 
registration was ordered to enroll 
Mrs. Elizabeth Alden Holman “re- 
gardless of the fact that she re- 
fused to give the exact date of her 
birth or her exact age.” The writ 
is returnable October 6 when the 
registrars will be heard if they 
wish to oppose the order. 

Mrs. Holman was refused enroll- 
ment on September 4 when she in- 
sisted that it was sufficient for 
her, or any woman, to describe her 
age as “over 21 years.” She an- 
nounced her intention of making a 
test case of the issue.

ASSERTS HARDIN 


Senator Asks How Amer- 
icans Can Consent to 
Enter Into World Com- 
pact Whose Meaning Is 


WILSON IS ATTACKED . 
ABOUT CANAL TOLLS 


Harding Says President 
Placed Obsolete Treaty 
Above U. S. Constitu- 
tion in Requiring Tolls 
From American Ships. 


Marion, Ohio, September 20.~— 
Warning that the league of nations 
is full of “known ambiguities” and 
that it was an ambiguity in our 
own constitution that led to the 
civil war, Senator jHarding today 
asked a delegation of civil war vet- 
erans and a delegation of Kentucky 
and Tennessee citizens “how we 
ever can consent to enter into a 
new world compact with a dozen 


| ambiguities in it.” 


The senator asserted that Article 
X. of the league of nations is a 
“reciprocal pledge on our part of 
help to preserve the independence 
and national integrity of forty-four 
nations,” and that the article and 
its correlaries “clearly contemplate 
war if need be to make this preser- 
vation possible.” 


Wliison and Canal Tolls. 

Asserting that President Wilson 
had placed the “purport of an ob- 
solete Clayton-Bulwar treaty” above 
our constitutional rights, in requir- 
ing tolls from American vessels 
passing through the Panama canal. 
Senator Harding exclaimed: 

“Who cares to say that this same 
sort of logic will not some day be 
used to plague an unwilling Amer- 
ica into foreign war if we unre- 
servedly subscribe tio Article X, the 
constitution to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” 

Owing to a misunderstanding, the 
Kentucky and Tennessee delega- 
tion came today instead of tomor- 
row and the presidential candidate 
found it convenient to address them 
along with the delegation of G. A, R. 
veterans, who had stopped eff -on 
their way to attend the national en- 
campment at Indjanapolis. 

Senator Hardimg said in part: “I 
like to thigk of the blend of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee with the sons. 
of the north who saved the nation. 
I like to think that in this year 
1920 there are few wounds of the 
civil war remaining; there are few 
evidences,of sectionalism in our na- 
tional life, and there is no one who 
regrets the winning of the war by 
the north and the preservation of 
this wonderful land of ours. 

“I like to recall that, after all, 
there were no very great differ- 
ences between us. I only think it 
was a misdirected passion for coun- 
try. You know there were two 
scho@ls of American politics from 
the very beginning. One was the 
national school and the other was 
the school of states’ rights. These 
two schools in American politics 
were in conflict from the very be- 
ginning of the republic; they waged 
their warfare with never ending in- 
tensity until it finally culminated 
in the great civil war and in that 
conflict the question was settled 
and the United States committed 
everlastingly to nationality. 

Danger of Ambiguity. 

“Have you ever stopped to think 
that we, one people with na rally 
one interest, were led into the ciwWl 
war by a mere ambiguity in the 
federal constitution? In the begin- 
ning we were divided in our ideas 
that there was of necessity uncer- 
tainty left in the compact that was 
made, and it required the civil war 
to wipe it out. And that was a very 
great price to pay. But remember- 
img that, My countrymen, I want to 
ask you, knowing the cost of wip- 
ing out the ambiguity in the con- 
stitution of our own republic, how 
can we ever consent into a new 
world compact with a dozen am- 
biguities in it? 

“Let me call your particular at- 
tention to one. There is much dis- 
_ about that which is known as 
‘the heart of the league.’ No Amer- 
ican can be simultaneously for Ar- 
ticle X. and for the constitution of 
our republic any more than an 
American in Lincoln’s time could be 
simultaneously for emancipation 
and for slavery. 

“Let me say right here in pass- 
ing, that I am a fairly sympathetic 
human being and I wouldn’t break 
the heart of anybody knowingly, 
but I would rather break the heart 
of the world than destroy the sou] 
of the United States of Americn. 
Article 10 is a reciprocal pledge on 
our part to help preserve the in- 
Gependence and the territorial in- 
tegrity of, forty-four nations, if all 
who are invited to join the league 
do so, commanding thirty-five mil- 
lion square miles of the earth’s sur- 
face.| Article 10 and its correlaries 
clearly contemplate war, if need 
be, 2» make this preservation pos- 
sible. In case of such war it is of- 
ficial testimony, in the words of the 
p..:sident, himself, that America is 
‘under an absolutely compelling 
moral Obligation’ to go in. Mark 
well those ominous words. There 
is nothing elastic about absolute 
compulsioh. Yet. the constitution 
makes congress awsolutely sover- 
elgn over America’s decision as to 
war. Therefore, what ig the re- 
sult?

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FULTON TAX RATE 
TO BE FINED TODAY 


Opinion Is General That 
County Commissioners 
Will Raise Rate at Meet- 
ing This Afternoon. 


The tax rate for Fulton county 
for the year 1920 will be fixed by 
the county commissioners Tuesday 
afternoon at ai special meeting, 
which has been called for 3 o’clock 
by J. Oscar Mills, chairman of the 
board. 

On account of the condition of the 
county treasury and the growing 
needs of the county at large, it has 
been indicated that the rate which 
is very low in comparison with the 
other l.rge counties in the state, 
will be raised. 

All county officials feel that the 
rate is exceedingly low and every- 
thing points to fixing the rate at 
$1 or $1.25 per hundred, which still 
will be lower than atay one of the 
six large counties, with the ex- 
ception of Muscogee. 

It has also been pointed out. that 
Fulton county is “carrying” the 
city of Atlanta in its paving proj- 
ects. Last year, according to offi- 
clals, every new paving job done 
in the city was paid for by, or 
the actual work done, by the county. 

At present citizens of Fulton pay 
$8.50 on a thousand dollars worth 
of property, this is 85 cents on the 
hundred. 

The rate for 1920 for the five 
largest counties follows 

Chatham county pays in county 
taxes alone $16,66 on the thousand 
or $1.66 2-3 on the hundred; Rich- 
mond county pays in county taxes 
alone $16.60 on the thousand or 
$1.66 on the hundred; Bibb county 
\pays in county taxes $14.40 on the 
thousand or $1.44 on.the hundred; 
Floyd county pays in county taxes 
$15 on the thousand or $1.59 on the 
hundred. 

The only one of the “big six” 
counties that has a tax rate less 
than Fulton is Muscogee. Musco- 


gwee’s tax rate is $7 on the thou- 
sand or 70 cents on the hundred. 

In addition to the county tax, the 
state tax, which is the same over 
the state, is $4 on the thousand or 

hundred. 

Those who lfvé within the deya-. 
daries: of a municipality” have to 
pay city taxes in addition to state 
and county taxes. This tax varies 
in the different cities. 

The commissioners are being 
urged by farseeing citizens to raise 
the rate for Fulton in order that 
the county and city may continue 
to progress along modern lines, and 
it is expected that the rate will be 
raised today.

London, September 20.—Highly 
sensational charges, amounting 
practically to the bald statement 
that Lord Mayor MacSwiney of Cork 
is shamming in his hunger strike 
in Brixton jail were made today 
by The Evening News, which claims 
to have its information ‘from a 
trustworthy source.” 

In absolute contradiction of the 
Sinn Fein bulletins, which picture 
the lord mayor as dying by inches, 
as very weak, and as fast approach- 
ing the final collapse, The News 
declares that the prisoner is per- 
fectly well, but sulky and “not in- 
clined to answer questions.” 

The paper adds; “And he slept 
most of the night, from 10:30 on- 
ward; his temperature was $97, pulse 
48, and varied from weak to regu- 
lar. In the afternoon he was able 


| to sit up in bed and be washed. He 


seemed to have sufficient strength 
to assist in the -process. He was 
able to talk a good deal and read 
newspapers with interest.” 

Of course this is vigorously de- 
nied by the lord mayor’s friends. 
Seamus O’Brien, for instance, is in- 
dignant at the report and says that 
nothing has passed MacSwiney’s 
lips but water and medicine design- 
ed to counteract’ the gastric juices, 
and the gacred water used in com- 
munion, which he receives every 
morning. 

The medicine consists of a mix- 
ture of hbi-carbonate of soda and 
bismuth, the usual remedies given 


,in stemach disorders. 


.  FRertieth Day of Fast. : 

In view of the fact that Tuesday 
is MacSwiney’s fortieth day of fast- 
ing, the authorities are watching

In a final attempt to persuade 
the hunger strikers to eat to Save 
their lives, the Irish office has pre- 
pared a statement which may be is- 
sued Tuesday, appealing to the Sinn 
Feiners to urge the prisoners ta 
break their fasts. 

The statement reiterates that 
there is no chance for the release 
of any of these prisoners, but points 
out that they have already, by 
their extreme action, shown the 
world how deep their convictions 
are, and how far they would go 
tor their principles. 

“There is agpsolutely no prospect 
for their release,” the document de- 
clares, “and death will not greatly 
enhance whatever aid they have al- 
ready given their cause. 

“On the other hand, if they live 
they may be of real assistance to 
lreiand.”’ 

Sinn Fein Raids Failing. 

A New burst of zeal to suppress 
the Sinn Fein .disorders in lreland 
is noted in the reports now being 
received at the Irish office. This 
impression, gathered from perusal 
of half a score of these documents, 
is confirmed on semi-offiical au- 
thority. 

It is significant of a chance in 
methods that the latest advices to 
the Irish office differ very greatly 
in tone from those which were be- 
ing received every day as recently 
as two weeks ago. For, instead of 
succeeding, the Sinn Fein raids are 
now failing due to the efficient 
work of General MacReady’s new es- 
pionage sqstem which has only re- 
cently started to function.

20.—Governor Cox will demon- 
strate his versatility here Tues- 
day. ; 

As editor, Cox will address the 
Southern California Editorial as- 
sociation at 9 a. m. 

As governor, Cox will deliver 
three stump speeches. 

As actor, Cox will play the 
leading role in a movie produc- 
tion entitled “The Ship of State,” 
when he visits the Hollywood 
studios in the afternoon. 


San Diego, Cal., September 20.— 
Charges of a biased press were 
made by Governor Cox, democratic 
presidential candidate, in address- 
ing a large. audience here today. 

“A great many reactionary papers 
are not printing the news of the 
campaign,” Governor Cox asserted. 
“They decline to have this cise 
tried before the jury. Nine-tenths 
of the newspapers in California do 
not print the news. 

“One of the deliberate plans of 
the ‘senatorial oligarchy,’” suid 
Governor Cox, “was to control as 
many newspapers as possible.

newspapers which say that Cox

Protection against radicalism 
through legislative governmental 
reforms again was advocated by

For Hitehcock Reservations. 

Featuring the league of nations, 
Governor Cox elaborated for the 
first time on the reservations of- 
fered in the senate by Senator 
Hitchcock, democrat, of Nebraska. 
administration leader, and also read 
a portion of President Wilson's let- 
ter to Senator Hitchcock, approv- 
ing the Nebraskan’s reservations. 
This, Governor Cox said, refuted the 
charges that the president demand- 
ed ratification “without the cross- 
ing of a ‘t’ or the dotting of an ‘i.’” 

The Monroe Doctrine was prc ~-‘t- 


ed, Governor Cox said, by the Hitch- 
cock reservations, declaring it 


“would not be impaired.” 

Another Hitchcock reservation, the

Institution Put on Strict- 
ly Charitable Basis. 
Council Opens Fire on 
Street Car Company. 


At the instigation of Mayor Key 
city council went after the Georgia 
Rialway and Power company with 
a big stick Monday afternoon, and 
also put an end to the practice of 
accepting fees for service at the 
Grady hospital. The new non-park- 
ing amendments were passed. 

The mayor sponsored two resolu- 
tions directed at the power com- 
pany, one to compel it to repave the 
street within the area of its car 
tracks on Lee street, between Park 
and McCall’s crossing, and the other 
to force the company to rebuild 
the north tracks of its Jouble line 
on Lucile avenue, which the city 
is repaving. 

Notice that in case of further re- 
fusal or failure to'do the work as 
ordered by the mayor and council, 
court proceedings will be institut- 
ed by the city against the com- 
pany, was given in the resolutions. 

Refused to Do Work. 

On September 9 the council pass- 
ed a resolution directing that the 
street car company begin !mme- 
diately to repave between its tracks 
on Lee street, each side having al- 
ready been paved by Fulton coun- 
ty free of cost to the property cwn- 
ers on the thoroughfare. In reply 
the company flatly refused to do 
the work, stating that the metho’ 
under the law by which the street 
might be repaved and a portion of 
the cost assessed against the com- 
pany had not been followed. 

The company asserted that in the 
event the street was to be paved 
without direct assessment against 
the property owners; then it should 
have been repaved without assess- 
ment against the company, and de- 
nied the authority or power of the 
city to assess any part of the cost 
against it. 

Answering this the resolution 
passed Monday deciares that the 
rails of the car tracks are out of 
alignment, the crossties are rotten, 


(the traqks are not supported by 


sufficient ballast, the pavement be- 
tween the strips paved by the 
county is full of holes and unsafe, 
and, furthermore, that the city is 
not responsible for failure of the 
county to pave the entire street, 
and this is no reason why the pow- 
er company should refuse to put 
the paving between its tracks in 
good condition. 
Has No Available Funds, 

On Lucile avenue the north side 
of the street is torn up preparatory 
to being repaved by the city. W‘th 
reference to thig thoroughfare, the 
company admits that fits tracks 
ought to be rebuilt before the new 
paving is laid, but states that it has 
no money to enable it to do so. If 
the company centends that it can 
not rebuild the trackss proceedings 
to compel the work will be filed in 
Fulton superior court, according to 
thé resolution. 

The ordinance pertaining to Gra- 
dy hospital was framed by Mayor 
Key and introduced by Alderman 
D. R. Wilder, chairman of the hozg- 
pitals and charities committee. Its 
operation will make it unlawful for 
any one to offer any fee or gra- 
tuity for services received at the 
hospital, and against the law for 
any physician, attendant or other 
employee to accept a fee, gift or 
bounty of any kind for services 
rendered. The institution becomes 
now a strictly charitable hospital. 

Non-Parking Laws. 

The two hew streets which coun- 
cil made non-parking between the 
hours of 7 o’clock in the mornihg 
and .7 o’clock in the evening are 
Houston, from Peachtree to Fryor, 
and Exchange place, from Edge- 
wood avenue to Ivy.

Release of Alexander Brailovsky, 
a Russian jgurnalist, who was are 
rested on a technical charge of bee 
ing an undesirable alien after he 
had admitted having been seen in 
the vicinity of Broad and Wall 
streets shortly after the explosion 
took place. 

Search by federal agents for a re- 
ported cache of explosives on Plumb 
Leach Island, a government reserva- 
tion off Sheepshead Bay, where a 
quantity of trinitrotuluol was found 
in an abandoned vessel several 
months ago. 

Claims He Saw Death Wagen.

He said he noticed 
an old red delivery wagon in front 
of the assay office.

ONE WAR STOPPED! 


BY LEAGUE'S WORK 


Poland and Lithuania. 
Agree to Quit Fighting 
and Allow League to 
Pass on Issues. 


Paris, September 20.—Poland and 
Lithuania have agreed to suspend 
all hostilities, pending an inquiry 
and decision of the issues at stake 
by the council of the league of na- 
tions, it was announced here this 
morning. | 

The Polish-Lithuania accord came 
after the council had adopted a 
resolution calling on the countries 
to cease hostilities immediately. 
The resolution asked Lithuania to 
adopt the provisional line of the 
frontier fixed by the supreme coun- 
cil in December last and withdraw 
her troops from the territory to the 
west of the line, while Poland was 
asked, during its war with soviet 
Russia, to respect the neutrality of 
the territory occupied by Lithuania 
east of the line of demarcation 
fixed by the supreme council. 

In Dramatic Manner. 

Acceptance of the league’s arbi- 
tration came in a most dramatic 
manner at the public meeting of 
the council today. The delegates 
and spectators seemed pessimistic 
as to the probability of an agree- 
ment being reached, when Ignace 
Jan Paderewski, Polish delegate to 
league of nations, arose and made 
a stirring speech in which he said 
Poland desired to be in complete 
peace with Lithuania, and had full 
confidence that Lithuania also de- 
sired peace. 


Lithuania delegates, headed by 


Foreign Minister Woldemar, walk- |. 


ed over to the Polish delegates and 
warmly shook hands with them, 
amid cheering by the spectators 
and delegates, marking the first in- 
stance in which the league’s media- 
tion has been accepted by coun- 
tries virtually in a state of war. 
M. Woldemar said he had full con- 


fidence in the spirit of fairness or ' 


the council] of the league and would 
abide by its decision. 
Aland Islands Trouble. 

Finland also ironed out other 
difficulties with the council] by ac- 
cepting, with certain reservations, 
the report of the council on the 
Aland islands questioa, wnicn calls 
for an investigation by three com- 
missioners. 

League officials explained that 
neither Finland nor Sweden was 
legally bound to accept the league’s 
decision; they were morally bound 


to accept it. It was further point- 
ed out that a settlement, “if backed 
by public opinion, would virtually 
compel acceptance.”

scribed it as “an ordinary, dilapi- 
dated express wagon.’ 

Meade also told -the police the 
collar worn by the horse was of 
the “K” type and this is the kind 
of a collar that was found in the 
street after the explosion. He also 
noticed that all the ornamental 
knobs and other markings had been 
stripped from the harness and in 
this, too, his description tallies with 
that of the material actually found. 
He also stated the -horse had been 
recently clipped and that the wagon 
bore no name, but had some nu- 
merals on the side. 

Police ‘attach considerable impor- 
ta.ce to Meade’s statement and are 
using the material he furnished in 
their investigation into the identi- 
ty of the wagon and its driver. In- 
formation taht three suspicious 
looking mens were seen running 
from the scene was furnished by 
Samuel-B. Wellington, president of 
the West Indies Trading company. 
He declared i.e left a lawyer's of- 
fice in Wall street a few minutes 
beforé noon Thursday and as he 
did he heard voices calling: “Hur- 
ry. Beat it. Get out of this.” He

man who was on the other side of 


and across the street from the Mor- 
gan bank. The third man, believed 
ta be about 60 years old, and de- 
scribed as “greasy” looking, was 
then peering into the ramshackle 
wagor. at the curb. ! 

Took Them for Bond Thieves. 

In response to the call of the 
others, the third man, Mr. Welling- 
ton said, started to run after them 
toward William street. He took 
them for bond thieves, he added, 
and expected to see them chased by 
a policeman. When he reached the 
corner of Nassau street he was 
een unconscious by the explo- 
S on. 

Testimony, tending to contradict 
that of meade, was. later furnish- 
ed by Oscar'Sayre, a Y. M. C. A. 
Secretary, who said an automobile 
truck drew up in front of the assay 
office to carry away ashes at 11:45 
a. m. Thursday and that no other 
vehicles were parked near there 
at the time. This was confirmed 
by the men who took away the 
ashes. 

Detective Sergeant James Gegan, 
who accompanied federal agents to 
Plum Island, declared he had found 
a case of smokeless powder weigh- 
ing 300 pounds today in the hulk 
of an old boat at Plum Island.

When the messenger, 
who was knocked down but unin- 
jured, regained his senses, he no- 
tified his office of the loss. Fifteen 
minute slater, the firm was notified 
that the securities had been blown 
into the shattered window of a stock 
exchange firm at 7 Wall street and 


Frederick M: Carpenter, 32, a bank 
clerk suffering from’ shattered 
nerves as a result of his experi- 
ences in the explosion, jumped to 
his death today from the roof of 
the National City bank, 55 Wall 
street, near the scene of the blast. 

Carpenter was returning to the 
bank froiu: lunch when the explo- 
sion occurred. He collapséd, was 
carried into the bank and later sent 
out of the city to recuperate. He 
returned to work today. 

Body of Victim Identified. 


The body of the one victim of 
the Wall street -explosion, which 
had remained unidentified, was rec- 
ognized at the morgue today by 
Mrs. Olive Kehrer, of Brooklyn, as 
her son, Elmer Kehrer, 21-year-old 
chauffeur. 

Kehrer had been out of work 
and looking for employment, Mrs. 
Kehrer said, adding that the youth 
had made his home with her at 
422 South Fourth street. 

Considerable importance had been 
{attached to the fact that Kehrer 
had remaimed unidentified so long, 
official opinion differing over the 
theory that this lack of identifi- 
cation might signify fear to rec- 
ognize him, by persons of ‘ques- 
tionable character. 

Efforts to identify the owner of 
the horse which drew the wagon 
su~~ ‘ed to carry the infernal ma- 
chine were continued. Although 
John Haggerty, the farrier, has 
identifi-1 the shoes of the dead 
hors. as those he had attached two 
weeks ago, faint hope was express- 
ed of being able to tracg the owner 
of the animal, since Haggerty could 
recall ho unmistakabje identifying 
features of the owner He identified 
the shoes siluply because they bore 
a certain mark common to all his 
handwork and not distinguished by 
this particular job. 

Bomb Throwers Elusive. 


Since 1910’there have been ten 
separate and distinct bomb explo- 
sions in this country. the perpetra- 
tors of which have never been ap- 
prehended. The most ambitious and 
far-reaching of these was the inter- 
city house-wrecking demonstration 
of 1919, when explosions occurred 
in Washington, Cleveland, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Patterson, Roxboro, 
Mass., and New York city. 

It was the Washington explosion 
of this series that damaged the 
honte of A. Mitchell Palmer, t.~ at- 
torney general. € man who 
aghast the bomb to Palmer’s house 

as killed in the explosion and in 
his suit case were found proclama- 
tions signed “The sAnarchist Fight- 
ers.” Proclamations with the same 
signature were mailed at Cedar and 
Broadway. near the ‘scene of the 
Wall street outrage, within a few 
minutes of the time of its occur- 
rence, 

None of the men concerned in the 
em crimes of 1919 were ever 
ris ght to justice. Chief Flynn 
hught Andrea Salsedo, who is said 
to have incriminated himself and 
others in at least a partial confes- 
sion, and who later committed sui- 
cide by jumping from the fourte th 
floor ‘of the Park Row building. 
where he was held by the depart- 
ment of justice.

Ed Fischer Whines Like 
Petulant Child, But De- 
feats Efforts of Shrewd 
Examiners to Get In- 
formation.

New York, September 20.—Whin- 
ing and complaining like a petulant 
child, giant Ed Fischer, .the one- 
time metropolitan tennis Champion, 
defeated the best efforts of shrewd 
examiners who tried to catch him 
in a rational mpod and find out 
how he was able to foretell the 
Wall street disaster, in a long ses- 
Sion at the district attorney's of- 
fice Monday. 

“I tell you I got my information 
out of the air—from eaven,” 
Fischer inc d in a complaining 
voice. “Gold told me.” 

“Well, why not ask the same 
source of information and tell us 
who set off that mine?” asked Dis- 
trict Attorney Swan. 

“Can’t crowd a‘ hunch, 
Fischer replied. “Must 
crowd a hunch.” 

And, so far as the investigators 
made Known, that was the limit 
of Fischer’s revelations. 

Another War Predicted. 

Fischer predicted a war between 
Great Britain and France within 
three months into which the United 
States would be drawn. Then he 
became angry and swore in a way 
that would have surprised his gt 
mer admirers who knew him as a 
model gentleman, demanding that 
the attorneys quit questioning him. 

He spent the night in the ob- 
servation ward at Bellevue hospital, 
where he will be Kept as long as

the authorities want him hantiy. 
After that, by grrangement with 
his brother-in-law, Robert A. Pope, 
he will be committed to some pri- 
vate asylum. 

Robert A. Pope, brother-in-law 
of Fischer, denies that he himself 
has any radical political ideas. 

“The worst you can say of me 
is thit I :m a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the committee 
of 48," Pope said. “I refused to 
join the farmer-labor party De- 
cause I thought it was too ex- 
tre me.” 

Pope credits the idea that his 
brother-in-law received spirit whis- 
perings foretelling the explosion. 

“TIT am not a spiritualist,” he de- 
clared, “but I believe such a phe- 
nomenon is possible because I be- 
lieve there -are more truths un- 
discovered by science than have 
b.in discovered.’ 

Fischer wore three suits of 
clothes when brought back from 
Hamilton, Ontario, and he explain- 
ed that he always affected that 
fashion. because “it saved him the 
trouble of carrying baggage. Each 
pair of trousers was held by a 
four-in-hand tie from a belt. 

Fischer Wrote te Wilson. 

It was learned that Fischer 
wrote several letters to President 
Wibson in 1916 demanding that the 
president stop the war. An agent 
from the department of justice call- 
ed on him in New York and warned 
him to stop addressing the presi- 
dent and against going to Washing- 
ton for any purpose. Fischer 
pro.zised to quit his activities in 
this line ...1 was entered in the 
catalog of the department as a 
“harmless letter-writing nut.” 

When detectives arrived with 
Fischer this morning he was taken 
at onc. to police headquarters. 

Fischer, after laughing with a 
swarm of reporters and photog- 
raphers, while posing for news 
“movies,” shoved his way with the 
detectives to a Lexington avenue 
lurch room, where he breakfasted 
on beef stew and coffee, finishing 
the meal when he wacnhed his face 
with a glass of water. 

‘He stuffed into his pocket three 
cigars that he picked up from the 


Grand Central floor, chuckling as 

he did so and é@xplaining that he 

did not smoke but his “friends did.” 
“Have a Heart,” He Said. 

When posing for camera men he 
was asked to remove his hat. This 
brought an exclamation. 

“Have a heart!” he cried. 

Requested to talk, he said: 
talk my eye!” 

“I'm in the hands of friends here,” 
he added, referring to the dc*-:- 
tives. “That's. all I know. I don’t 
know what sort of statement you 
fellows expect me to make. I don’t 
know much to say.” 

At police headquarters the cigars 
Fischer picked up were “examined 
and found to contain nothing but 
tobacco.” ; 

Fischer stuck to his statement 
that “it was a premonition” that 
warned him. in advance of the Wall 
street explosion, adding “more will 
happen in the future. Unseen pow- 
er will have communicated through 
me.” 

The detectives who brought him 
here from Hamilton explained that 
Fischer invariably had made the 
same assertions in reply to their 
questions throughout the trip. add- 
ing that he was “a friend of the 
under dog.” 

New Leads Are Gained. 

After grilling Fischer at police 
headquarters, it was announced that 
several new leads in investigation 
of- the explosion had been_received 
from him. Fischer emerged sweat- 
ing and mopping his brow. 

Robert A. Pope, his brother-in- 
law, who had turned him over to 
the authorities in Canada, was 
waiting for Fischer and the two 
men embraced. Fischer was then 
“finger-printed” and taken to the 


district attorney’s office. 

Pope said he believed Fischer and 
Fischer’s mother had psychic pow- 
ers. Questioned as to his own af- 
filiation, Pope said “‘the worst thing 
I am a member of is the commit- 
tee of 48.” Ss 

The police still are holding 
Fischer. -All the investigators to- 
day agreed that Fischer “is a man 
well versed in all matters brought 
up in the inquiry,” conversing in- 
telligently. 

He told the police that the Wall 
street explosion made no appeal to 
his sympathy, as he once was “a

p. m., September 15, the day before 
the :.explosion. 

The p .ce at once sent for Joc- 
kichi ‘‘akamine, Jr., the Japanese 
chemist, to ask him if Fischer in ut- 
tering his warning used the words, 
“explosion or explosives.” 

Fischer said ne arrived at the 
date and time for the explosion by 
“figuring it on Greenwich time 
niga Il got the message from the 
air.”

The Right Rev. H. J. Mikell, bishop 
of the Atlanta diocese. who has just 
returned from the Lambeth confer- 
Bence, composed of 252 bishops, arch- 


bishops and dignitaries from the 
Episcopal Communion of the World, 
declares that the subject uppermost 


in all discussions ~<before the as- 


sembly was the ‘reunion of the 
churches.” 

The Lambeth conference is pri- 
marily for the bishops of the English 
church, but if is an 6ld custem to 
invite the participation of bishopa, 
of the American Communion also, 
despite the fact they are distinct, 
with no official connection. Amer- 
ican representatives are without a 
vote in the deliberations. 

Bishop Mikell took an active part 
in the discussions on church re- 
union. the thost important subject 
under consideration, occupying a 
position on that committee, of which 
the archbishop of York was chair- 
man. 

The archbishop of Canterbury 
opened the, conference in the Cathe- 
dral of Canterbury by extefffing a 
graceful. welcome to the .represen- 
tatives of' every land and people 
where the Episcopal faith has 


spread. The brilliant colors” and 


costly brocades of the robes of the 


Anglican dignitaries gave a tone of 
splendor to the somber grayness of 
the ancient cathedral. Among the 
most brilliantly clad was the Cos- 
mopolitan from Constantinople, who 
represented the millions of the East- 
ern Orthodox church. In the hand- 
some gold, black and royal purple 
silks of the Ofient he presented a 
figure to rival even his English 
brothers.

WOMEN AND THE LEAGUE. 

One of the most spectacular 
campaigns for the United States 
senate in America is being waged 
in Indiana, where party politics is 


\always a debatable ground. 


Senator James E. Watson, re- 
publican, is a candidate for re- 
election, and pitted against him is 
his ancient foe, ex-Senator Thomas 
Taggart, democratic leader of na- 
tion-wide fame, whom: Watson de- 
feated at the regular election in 
1916, Taggart having been previous- 


ily appointed to fill an interim va- 


cancy by a democratic governor. 

The fact that the old battle of 
four years ago, which attracted 
wide attention at the time, is being 
fought over again is one ‘Yeature 
that lends interest. Chief interest, 
however, centers in the league of 
nations issue, Watson having besn 
an “irreconcilable,” while Taggert 
stands flat-footedly behind the Wil- 
son administration, on the demo- 
cratic platform made at San Fran- 
cisco, and for the democratic 
standard bearers, without excuse or 
compromise. 

It is a fight not altogether un- 
like the recent campaign in Geor- 
gia, had the latter been waged 
alone between Governor Dorsey and 
Thomas E. Watson, although in the 
Georgia instance Mr. Watson, 
though representing the same iden- 
tical views as Senator Watson of 
Indiana in the league issue, ran as 
a democrat in a democratic pri- 
mary. 

The women of Indiana are taking 
a deep interest in the contest, and 
it is said most of them, irrespect- 
ive of party, are lining up behind 
Taggart, purely upon the league 
issue. To that end all reports indi- 
cate that Taggart has the best end 
of the proposition, and so alarmed 
are the republicans that the na- 
tional committee is preparing to 
flood Indiana with speakers and 
slush funds, hoping to stem the 
tide that is undeniably running 
high for the league, and against 
the Johnson-Borah-Watson school 
of thought.

GOOD ARMY WORK. 
Few people realize that the 
United States army functions in 
anything except war, or prepara- 
tion for war. P 
Prior to the world war that is 
true; but since the demobilization 
of the army, following the armi- 
stice, no department of the govern- 
ment has lent its influence more 
effectively toward commercial and 
industrial rehabilitation — matters 
with which, one would assume at 
first glance, that the war depart- 
ment had nothing, or could have 
nothing, whatever to do. 

One of the projects that have 
followed peace, an activity that is 
peculiarly beneficial to the south, 
where most of the remount sta- 
tions are located, is encouragement 
given to the breeding of horses 
among the farmers and stockmen. 

The adjutant general, Major 
General P. C. Harris, a Georgian, 
is devoting a great deal of per- 
sonal time and thought to this 
project. According to a statement 
just made by him there have been 
bred this season about 1,000 mares 
belonging to civilians and to the 
government in different sections of 
the United States. These mares 
may generally be divided into two 
classes: First, a well-bred‘ type of 
riding animal ranging from 1,000 to 
1,150 pounds in weight. Second, a 
rather drafty type of active mare 
showing a lot of quality with good 
neck and shoulders, weighing from 
1,150 to 1,300 pounds. The mares at 
Front Royal, Va., come generally 
under the first class, many of them 
being half-bred or standard bred 
mares. At the other three army 
depots the active draft type of 
mare predominates. 

The army remount service now 
has on hand around fifty thorough- 
bred stallions, including a few 
Arab stallions, and the secretary of 
war has been authorized by con- 
gress to accept donations not only 
of animals, but in accepting money 
and prizes for awards at state and 


and horse shows. 

‘The army remount offices will 
give advice to all farmers and 
stockmen where they request it. 
Prizes will be offered at state and 
county fairs for the best colts sired 
by government stallions. Some of 
these Jatter animals are very vYal- 
uable. 

One of these schools is located at 
Camp. Gordon, near Atlanta, and 
that fact furnishes new opportuni- 
ties in a line of industry that means 
much to the south.*

To Help State Press Paper Supply

We reproduce from The Fort Val- 
jey Leader the following comment 
with reference to The Constitution's 
cancellation of its proposed special 
Dixie Highway edition.- _ 

No announcement has been made 
by The Constitution as regards 
this matter other than as contained 
in letters written to every adver- 
tiser with return of all cash-in-ad- 
vance payments for advertising in 
his special edition. 

More than a year ago The Con- 
stitution undertook the publication 
of a special edition commemorat- 
ing the formal opening of the Dixic 
highway, the dedication of which 
had been promised for the fali of 
1920. 

At the time this special edition 
was agreed upon the paper market 
was $8.50 per hundred pounds. 

Today contract paper is $6.50 per 
hundred pounds, plus freight, with 
no newspaper being supplied its 
full requirement and with the open 
market price for the remainder of 
its supply ranging anywhere from 
11 cents to 14 cents a pound. 

Many of the weekly newspapers 
of the country are unable to get 
white paper at any price’and the 
publication of some of them has 
been suspended on account either 
of their inability to get white pa- 
per, or because of exorbitant 
charges for it. 

In view of this fact The Consti- 
tution did not feel that it had a 
right to consume the extra white 
paper that would be required in 
the publication of a great special 
edition, and it has accordingly re- 
turned all advance payments on ad- 
vertising and announced the cancel- 
lation of this edition. 

The total amount of refund in 
advertising already made and the 
cost of the maintenance of this de- 
partment for more than a year rep- 
resents a loss of $20,000 to The Con- 
stitution. 

If to this extent The Constitu- 
tion has been of service to the 
weekly newspapers of Georgia it 
is glad of an opportunity to make 
acknowledgment accordingly of 
their great service to the state. 

The commendation of our con- 
temporary, The Fort Valley Leader, 
has been generally taken up by 
the weekly press of the state, for 
which The Constitution makes ex- 
pression of its warm appreciation.

Help Will Not Be Given 
Southeast Until North 
and Northwest Have 
Been Relieved, Says Spe- 
cial Coal Committee. 


Help for the acute coal shortage 


east cannot be secured until ‘the/ 
north and northwest have been giv-’ 
en relief, according to information 
given out through the special toal 
committee of the Atlanta Chambe° 
of Commerce, of which H. B. Ken- | 
nedy is the chairman. 

The special committee, through 
of 


the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, and that body has just in- 
formed the local organization that 
the aid will not be given Atlanta 
and the southeast by the interstate 
commerce commission until the 
need in other sections has been 
filled. This leaves Atlanta, it is 
said, with practically no hope for 
relief. 

The request made to the inter- 
state commerce commission, said 
Mr. Kennedy, was that the domes- 
tic coal users be put on the same 
priority list as the public utilities 
and that more cars be sent to the 
mines in Kentucky and Tennessee, 
from whence Atlanta draws the 
greater part of her coal supply. 

‘No Surplus Coal. 

That there is no surplus coal in 

Atlanta yards at present is shown 
by interesting figures given out by 
Mr. Kennedy. with regard to coal in 
Atlanta yards at present. There is 
no surplus at all available, say 
these figures, compiled by Atlanta 
dealers, although the output during 
the summer months has been only 
69 per cent of normal. 
* A surplus of 90,000 tons of do- 
mestic coal should have been accu- 
mulated by September 1, it is said, 
while the actual amount secured 
was 4,000 tons, practically all of 
which has been sold. The main rea- 
son for this condition, and for the 
fact that only 31 per cent of the 
usual amount of coal sold to con- 
Sumers between April 1 and Sep- 
tember 1 is that coal was not avail- 
able to the dealers. 


To Call Committee. 


The coal committee will be called 
together im the near future, said Mr. 
Kennedy, to see what further ef- 
forts can be made to ameliorate the 
Situation. | A man is also being sent 
to Washington to confer directly 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission and put forth efforts to 
keep coal enough moving from the 
mines in Tennessee and Kentucky 
to keep Atlantans from experienc- 
ing actual privation. 

Conditions in the north and 
northwest make it imperative that 
coal enough to take care of the 
winter months there be shipped be- 
fore the actual cold weather sets 
in, Says the letter from the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, in ex- 
Plaining the attitude of the inter- 
State commerce commission. 

The United States’ total yearly 
Production of coal is 470,000,000 
tons, with the maximum capacity of 
the mines placed at 560,000,000 an- 
nually. In order for Atlanth to 
avoid a serious shortage from her 
needed 800,000 tons, it will be nec- 
essary for all mines to work at ca- 
Dacity, and for the railroad to haul 
coal into Atlanta yards in record- 
breaking quantities.

Rapid Headway Against 


Ticks in Georgia. 


The cattle industry in Georgia is 
being reclaimed from the dominion 
of the tick. Federal reports show 
that during July 888,219 dippings of 
cattle Were sypervised by federal, 
state and county employees. This 
'figure is one of the ‘largest re- 
corded in a state east of the Mis- 
sissipp! river since systematic tick 
eradication began in 1906. 

Georgia is using 3,700 dipping 
\vats to combat the parasite which 
for years has stunted the cattle 
and caused heavy mortality. The 
dipping is done in arsenical solu- 
tions approved by the United States 
department of agriculture for the 
eradication of cattle ticks. 

Already 36,674 square miles in the 
state of Georgia have been released 
from federal quarantine, and ¢attle 
from the released districts may now 
be moved interstate without the for- 
mer restrictions, With a continua- 
tion of the extensive dipping. pro- 
gram, federal officials expect. that 
‘large additional areas in Georgia 
will *> ready to be released from 
q> v-antine in December, when the 
work for 1920 is completed. 
| As evidence of Interest in ime 
| proved live stock an international 
ilive stock exhibition will be held 
in Atlanta this fall, and it is ex- 
| pected that many purebred animals

THE COURSE OF LUNG FEVER. 
The typical course of lung fever 


(known variously as lobas pneu- 
monia, pleuro-pneumonia, pneumoni- 
tis, and among the friff-raff as 
“pneumonia on the lungs’’—to be 
sure it woould be difficult to have 
pneumonia on any other organ) is 
a rapid rise of fever following “the 
chill of onset and then anywhere 
from five to ten days of steady, high 


fever, and finally a rapid decline, 


called the “crisis,” the temperature 
falling from 103 or 104 down to or 
below the normal 98 degrees, al! 
within the course of a day. 

The fever is not due to the damage 
that has occurred in the lungs, for 
this damage remains unremedied, 
or unchanged for hours and days 
after the fever has gone. In the 
first day or two of lung fever the 
lobe or the lobes of the lung involy- 
ed become solid with the exudate 
or inflammatory material fomed in 
infected tissues and thrown out into 
the little air spaces. But this con- 
solidation is not the‘serious aspect 
of pneumonia. It isn’t because part 
of the lung is put out of commission 
that the patient is in danger, for a 
whole lung is sometimes purposely 
collansed in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis without in the slightest en- 
dangering the patient’s life. The 
serious feature of lung fever is the 
tremendous dose of germ poisons 
the victim’s system has to cope with 
and this independent of the amount 
of lung involved in the inflammatory 
process. 

The victim's germ fighting appa- 
ratus is busy from the beginning 
of the ehill until long after the 
crisis. The hich fever is proof that 
active resistance is being offered bv 
the blood. If resistance were not 
offered there would he little fever— 
and there is little fever in a very 
debilitated subject with pneumonia. 

The crisis—not a crisis in the com- 
mon sense of the word—occurs as 
soon as the victim’s blood has elabo- 
rated sufficient antedote to neutral- 
ize the gern toxins or poisons tn the 
circulation. The crisis is looked for- 
ward to eagerly and is indeed a wel- 
come event, in no sense fraught 
with danger. “Passing the crisis” in 
pneumonia is a very different thing 
from “passing the crisis” in other 
conditions, because it involves no 
risk. This crisis in pneumonia does 
not occur on ‘any particular day: in 
some cases it does not occur at all, 
but instead the fall of the fever is 
gradual, declining a little each day 
for several days. Crisis or no crisis 
naturally the patient is weak after 
such struggle and it now becomes 
necessary, in many cases.to restrain 
him from his eagerness to sit up or 
exert himself. With the vassing of 
the fever he feels so greatly relieved 
that he is inclined to attempt more 
than is safe. It must he remember- 
ed that his lung is still solid and 
will require many days to be restor- 
ed to normal functional condition. 
His heart is still seriously impaired 
by the poisoning it has suffered, and

weeks will be required for the heart 
muscle to regain anything like its 
normal state, if it ever does return 
to normal.

Infant Mortality 
Rate of Atlanta 
Unusually Low 


Atlenta’s rate of infant mortal- 
ity—only 104 out of 1.000—is ex- 
ceptionally low, according to Sta- 
tistics from the Child Hygiene as- 
sociation, which states that Seattle, 
Wash., holds the nation’s record 
among the large cities, with only 54 
out of each thousand. 

El Paso, Texas, has the highest 


infant mortality, with 245 deaths 
oceurring to babes under one year 
old out of each 1,000 born. Brook- 
line, Mass., a part of greater Bos- 
ton, has the lowest death rate of 
any incorporated city, with only 40 
out of each 1,000. ee 

The estimated births in the United 
States for a year. say the figures, 
total 2,500,000, and the recent im- 
provement in this work of lessening 
deaths among babes is encouraging 
to those who have interested them- 
selves in its success. 

Dr. Van Ingen, in explaining the 
report, said: 

“Letters were sent to the health 
officers of every incorporated city in 
the country. 

“Replies were finally received 
from 269 cities of over 10,000 popu- 
lation, totaling nearly 31,000,000. 
This is a large proportion of the 
country. In this area over 680,000 
babies’ births were reported. The 
estimated births for the United 
States amount to about 2,500,000 a 
year. P 

“In the cities of less than 250,000 
and more than 100,000 the rate is 
not quite so good. being 89 But 
this is very encouraging. In 1917 
the rate was 103 and in 1915 it was 
109. Last year over 76 per cent of 
these cities have succeeded in get- 
ting below the 100 mark. In the 
next group, in the cities from 50,- 
000 to 100,000, the rate is 91, 35 of 
the 48 being below the 100 mark, 
as against 22 in 1917 and 20 in 1916. 

“In spite of the somewhat higher 
rates for these two groups this is 
also very encouraging. It is these 
cities which are giving more and 
more attention to child hygiene in 
their health work and the improve- 
ment has been great. 

“Wor the first time since these 
figures have been available the 
lowest rate is made by the cities 
from 25,000 to 59,000 population— 
r-mely, *84—with 76 per cent of 
their number below the 100 mark.

Walter Camp Asserts Heisman’ 
Faces Terrible Proposition 


In Giving Penn a Good Team

Héisman must have splendid heart 
and courage to undertake the prop- 
osition that is before him at the 
University of Pennsylvania this 
year. Hardly a team on the grid- 
iron field has lost so seriously as 
Penn. The two Millers, Neylen and 
Maynard, both Rays. Littie, Carl 
Thomas, Dieter, Titzel, Light and 
Captain Bell, al gone. 

In fact, the only thing that is 
left is Hopper, at end; McNichol and 
Harvey, in the back field, and Rex 
Ray, for quarter. It has left 
mighty little to work upon, but 
there are some of last year’s fresh- 
men and some of the substitutes for 
last year have promise. In fact, 
there is a great deal of confidence 
in Griffin making a good center, for 
although light, he is of the fast and 
aggressive type which has made 
good centexg before at Penn. Len- 
ham and Biber, of last year’s fresh- 
men, are promising, and there are 
two fair candidates for the back 
field in Farrell and Calder. Heis- 
man wil] have one of the best line 
coaches in the country, “Buck 
Wharton. with him, while Keinath, 
Gaston and “By” Dickson are on 
hand for aides. 

Great Season Ahead. ; 

We are on the eve of a foothal! 
season which, without question, will 
be the greatest that this country 
has ever seen. #In the frist place, 
more games are scheduled, more 
teams are in the field. There is 
more intersectional play. There is 
less preponderance of power in a 
few major teams. and there has 
been a wholesale shifting of coaches 
all of which prompts an increase in 
general interest. In the first Yale- 
‘Princeton game, plaved at St. 
George’s cricket field, Hoboken, the 
attendance was approximately 300, 
and most of these spectators broke 
in through a hole in the fence, so 
that the teams did not make money 
enough to even pay for their dinner 
in New York that night. This year, 
ven a single big game wil] draw 
within the neighborhood of 70,000 
people. And running a big football 
squad through the season requires 
a budget almost as large as would, 
in the old days, have been a suf- 
ficient foundation for the estab- 
lishment of a college. 


An Early Star Contest. 


Just a word of suggestion to foot- 
ball enthusiasts who like'to be on 
the spot when the “big thing” is 
liable to happen. The wise ones 
last year, it will be remembered, 
journeved to Princeton on the day 
when West Virginia was scheduled 
to play the Tigers, and thev were 
well rewarded for their visit, and 
had the satisfaction of being able 
tosav that they saw the best foot- 
hall that was played throughout the 
season byanv team anvwhere, wher 
they saw West Virginia roll] up. 
with a varied attack, combining 
the running and the forward-pass- 
ing game, 19 points in the first 
12-minute period, or an average of 
a point and a half a minute! 


Always, in a football season. 
there is some unconscious delight 
in the hearts of snectators when 
they have no partisan feeling, in 
seeing the favorite fall. It is not 
that they Alislike the favorite, bu’ 
that there are particularly thrilis 
in being on hand when the unex- 
pected takes place. Now, one of 
the chances this season for witness- 
ing at least a game that should 
have two teams fimhting a real 
fight, will be the Princeton-Wash- 
ington and Lee game at Princeton, 
On October 16. 

The Tigers are known aS a fight- 
ing body, and have prestige and are 
not woing to take as many beatings 
as they did last season, if they 
can help it, even though their vear 
finished in a blaze of glory. Wash- 
ineton and Lee, on the other hand, 
with an excellent record last year, 
is coming up to Princeton with un- 
hounded confidence and the belief 
that with their veteran team, they 
can make a name for themselves by 
a victory. Of course, it is always 
possible for a team, under these cir- 
cumstances, to get stage fright ana 
not do themselves justice. Perhaps 
the most marked instance of this 
last vear was the West Virginia- 
Pittsburg game. Had West Vir- 
rinia plaved envthing like the game 
they played at Princeton, thev would 
have heaten Glenn Warner's men. 
but Pittsburg wisely gave them 
some unusual balls to handle in the 
way of kicks. and before they knew 
it, West Virginia was _ beaten. 
Whether Washington and Lee can 
be upset in the same manner, time 
alone will tell, but at anv rate, this 
is one of the dates put down for a 
journey to Princeton. 

Good Squad at New Haven. 

Last fall. Yale’s football practice 
Started with a big squad of big men, 
and that is true again this year. 
Captain Callahan has Galvin asa sub- 
stitute center: Acosta, bigger ana 
Stronger than ever, is guard; Wal- 
ker and Dickens, tackles, which 
will make a good nucleus for a 
line. And the back field has men 
like Aldrich, who made such a 
showing toward the end in the Har- 
vard game last year; Murphy, who

was laid up in the Boston game 
with a broken leg and unable to 
Play the rest of the season; Lay, 
‘Webb, Kelly, Crane and French— 
as promising a lot of back field 
men as one could wish to see. 
Kempton, too, is in far better shape 
than last.year. Yale will miss Car- 
ter Galt at guard, for he Was a big, 
powerful player. Back of the line 
the only men lost are Braden and 
Neville, and there is some Very fair 
material coming up from the fresh- 
men organization of last year. 
So-Called West Point Proselyting. 

A great deal has been written 
about what has been called “West 
Point proselyting” and, at any rate, 
at this moment, it is impossible to 
tell how far-reaching the alleged at- 
tempt to secure players has gone. 
It should be remembered, however, 
thatthe Army has had a distinct 
advantage in its greater age limit 
for many years, and that Wes: 
Point has a long line of stars who 
were formerly college men. The 
most recent and most important as 
a game-winner to them was un- 
doubtedly Oliphant. of Perdue. But 
Pullen, who played at Oregon, and 
Bunker, who played at North Caro- 
lina, were real Army stars, and an- 
Other North Carolina man, Ernest 
Graves, not only was a star »layer, 
but has had more to do in heiping 
West Point as a coach than almost 
any other of her graduates. To gu 
back farther, many will remember 
Joe Beacham, of Cornell, and prob- 
ably the most prominent star that 
West Point ever took over, Charlie 
Daly, the Harvard captain. There 
is no rule or agreement between 
West Point and Annapolis that for- 
bids a former college star from 
playing for the Army or the Navyz, 
once he. enters either of the two 
academies.

Chicago, September 20.—Ban John- 
son, president of the American 
league, wants congress to investi- 
gate the gambling evil in baseball. 

He declared Monday that he will 
“most solemnly urge that at the 
next session congress enact a taw 
that will make betting on base- 
ball games, either major or minor, 
a punishable offense.” 

Johnson Kas been further aroused 
over the gambling situation by the 
revival of rumors in Chicago that 
the 1919 world’s series was ‘thrown’ 
by certain members of the Write 
Sox. It had been alleged that pro- 
fessional gamblers, who had bet 
,large sums on Cincinnati, had brib- 
ed several members of the Chicago 
team. 

In the last few days reports have 
been current that some members 
of the White Sox are eager for a 
complete investigation, feeling that 
the inferential stories are hurting 
their good baseball names. One in- 
fluential Chicago newspaper has 


been intimating that baseball offi- 
cials have failei to go into this 
situation; and that distrust among 
a large element of the fans is the 
result. 

President Johnscn said he is anx- 
ious to *kill off the sinister influ- 


ences alleged to be trying to corrupt 
ball players and the national game. 

It was Johnson's opinion that the 
fact that pool siips are sent out 
broadcast over the country, either 
by mail or express, opens the way 
for federal action against the gam- 
Dlers. It developed in the recent 
Cub scandal that even the tele- 
graph lines were resorted to by the 
betting fraternity. 

For a long time Johnson has been 
fighting baseball gambling. More 
than a year ago he asked Congress- 
man Mann, of Illinois, to introduce 
a bill making garrbling on baseball 
a punishable offense. Mann, hcw- 
ever, thought it was a matter for 
the states to take 4 * individually. 
Since then Johnson has talked ts 
other congressmen, who informed 
him they believed a hill to. cur 
gambling could be put through in 
Washington 

President Johnson said Monday 
he has been gathering data ona cer- 
tain players all summer, and that he 
will soon be in a position to muke 
disclosures, “if there are any to 
make.”

Colby Answers Harding 
About Haiti and Defends 
Administration . Policy. 
U. S. Soon to Withdraw. 


Washington, September 20.— 
(Cnited News.)—Haiti, the tiny 
black republic where Uniied States 
marines have ruled for more than 
five years, almost unnoted by the 
American public, has projected it- 
self into the political campaign. 
And the state department has seen 
fit to issue a lengthy defense of 
its administration of the island 
government. ‘ 

It started when newspapers and 
journals charged openly that Amer- 
ican financial imterests were en- 
slaving the populace and subjecting 
the state to all sorts of imposi- 
tions, and when Senator Warren G. 
Harding accused the democrats of 
maladministration. 

Announcing that the “benevolent 
purpose” of this country’s occupa- 
tion of the island of Haiti was 
“nearing” attainment, Secretary 


Colby declared in a statement to- 
night that the United States “hopes” 
to ithdraw «nd leave the island’s 
administration to the “unaided ef- 
forts of the Haitian people” when 
that. purpose has been. fully 
achieved. 

Back-handed Slap at Harding. 

“This country is engaged in a 
task which has only a benevolent 
purpose,” says Secretary Colby. 

And there is a back-handed slap 
at Harding in this declaration: “The 
position of the United States with 
relation to Haiti should not be mis- 
understood, and it certainly should 
not be misrepresented even under 
the temptations that a political 
campaign presents to irresponsible 
utterances and conscious unverac- 
ity.”

A committee of Haitians is in 
Washington to portray what the 
members believe are the wrongs the 
country has suffered. Chief Justice 
Bonamy heads the delegation, 
which charges that the National 
City bank, with the collusion of the 
American minister, Arthur Bailey 
Blanchard, and the financial ad- 
viser, John MeclIlhenny, have lent 
their assistance to the exploitation 
of the islanders and their re- 
sources, controlling credit and gen- 
erally conducting the affairs of the 
country in a high-handed manner. 
To all of which the state depart- 
ment, replies. 

The National City bank, it is ex- 
plained, has no monopolistic privi- 
leges, does not control the customs 
collections, and is not the financia! 
arbiter of the country. 

Why United States Acted. - 


For many years prior to the oc- 
cupation in 1915, the island was ina 
state of chronic disorder, the state 
department declares, and the occu- 
pation by American marines came 
only after the notorious Guillame 
Sam was dragged from the French 
legation and murdered by @ mob. 
French troops landed and European 
creditors became restive, so Amer-

“Tbe course of this country has 
been moderate and dictated only hy 
the desire to meet its duties, and 
not in any degree to go beyond 
them,” says the state department. 
“Had less been done, this country 
would have been guilty of a dere- 
liction of duty and might have been 
exposed’ to sound criticism.” 

One of the grievances of the Hai- 
tian delegation which has been pre-’ 
sented to the state department. is 
that the salaries of the president 
and other officials have not been 
paid, 
This igs explained by the asser- 
tion that the Haitian congress pass- 
ed lawa in yiolation of a treaty 
which was negetiated with the 
United .States in 1915. The native 
officials were notified that salaries 
of the authorities from the chief 
executive to the palace interpreter 
would not be paid until the treaty 
Was carried out, because under the 
laws funds were not available.

Chicago, September 20.—Three 
negroes were besieged for more 
than an hour in St. Gabriel’s church 
on the south side tonight by a mob, 
of a thousand persons after the ne- 
groes had killed a , white man, 
Charles Barret, who is said to have 
gone to the rescue of a white girl 
insulted by the negroes. They were 
rescued and placed in jail when 
squads of pclicemen were sent to 
avert a possible race riot. | 

Chief of Police Garrity ordered 
the entire volice force mobilized 
and placed several hundred extra 
policemen around’ the scene of the 
trouble, which was at the southeast 
corner of the stockyards, where 
several thousands of negroes are 
employed. 

Shortly after Barrett had been 
Killed, three négroes were dragged 
from a street car two blocks away 
and severely beaten. 

The negroes who killed Barrett, 
cutting his throat with a razor, 
were chased several blocks by a 
continually increasing crowd and 
finally dashed into the church. Two 
hid in the confessional and one 
back of the altar. 

Sticks and stones were thrown 
at the church and frequent yells of 
“lynch them” came from the crowd. 
Father Burke, pastor of the church, 
appeared at the entrance and for 
several minutes pleaded with the 
crowd to disperse, but without 
avail. Only when policemen armed 
with rifles appeared did the mob 
break up. 

The south side “black belt,” the 
scene of disastrous race riots a year 
ago, was placed under heavy guard, 
as was the stockyards- quarter. 


SPAIN TO TAKE PART 


Madrid, September 20.—Spain 
must become involved in the com- 
ing world’s struggle for the com- 
mercial supremacy of the seas, says 
the newspaper, El Debate. in an 
editorial today. 

“In the approaching struggle,” 
the newspaper declares, ‘Spain, 
owing to her extensive coast line 
and the strategical importance of 
some of her ports, cannot remain 
neutral. We must pay attention to 
the subject ta time to occupy posi: 
tions and adopt defensive measures 
to be used in the maritime conflict 
between the great powers of the 
world. 

“America aspires to have the 
leading navy, and the Jones law is 
a challenge to Great Britain. The 
maritime rivalry between Great 
Britain and the United Siates is the 
greatest factor in international pol- 
ates with which he shall have to 
eal. 

“This rivalry is complicated by a 
-no less grave state of affairs ex- 
isting between the United States 
and Japan, which well serves Brit- 
ish.intcrests. The British and Jap- 
anese united to frustrate American 
plans and désigns for dominion 
over the seas. The first skirmishes 
in the maritime struggle are devel- 
oping between the United States 
and Japan, the two disputing for 
Pacific traffic where rival compa- 


nies have entered into freight com- 
petition.”

WaShington, Septeffiber 20.—Con- 
sumption of wines and liquors in 
‘the United States ih 1919 was 
less per capita than during any 
year since 1870, according to esti- 
mates today of the department of 
commerce. In 1870 the amount was 
7.70 gallons’ per capita, rising to 
22.79 gallons in both 1907 and 1911 
and falling to 9.17 gallons last year. 

The total consumption of wines 
and liquors fh 1919 totaled 992.394,- 
720 gallons tompared with a total 
of 1,701,827.271 gallons, or 15.95 
gallons per capita in’ 1918.

Season was followed by a sharp ad- 
vanee in the cotton market here 
today. December contracts sold up 
from 25.38, the low point of the 
morning, to 26.42, or 72 points net 
higher, and closed at 26.12, with 
ths general list closing easy at a 
net gain of 20 to 45 points. 


The’ market ones easy at a de- 
cline of 25 to 47 points in response 
to weak Liverpool cables and un- 
favorable Manchester trade ad- 
vices. Liverpool was an active 
seller here, but otherwise offerings 
were light and the market soon 
turned firmer on reports that a 
tropical storm was heading for the 
belt and the views of local map 
readers who thought the low bar- 
umeter west of the Mississippi river 
might bring unsettled weather to 
the belt. There was some trade 
buying on advanse, accompanied 
hv reports of a steadier spot basis 
in the eastern belt and the market 
showed net advances of 15 to 20 
morn- 
‘ing. More favorable official fore- 
casts than expected, and the fa- 
Setable detailed weather reports le‘ 
to scattering liquidation or realiz- 
ing during the middle of the day, 
but offerings were absorbed on com- 
paratively light setbacks, and 
prices firmed up again on renewed 
covering, particularly by brokers 
with Wall street connections. A 
fear that the tropical storm might 
reach the belt and damage the grade 
of cotton even if ft failed to reduce 
the quantity, appeared to be the 
chief factor in the opinion of the 
local brokers, but buying also was 
reported on the talk of an increas- 
ing demand for goods. October 
sold up to 29.00 and January to 
25.05 in the late trading, with ace 
tive months Senerally showing net 
advances of 42 to points, but 
there were reactions just before the 
close under hedge selling and re- 
newed profit-taking. Private ca- 
bles reported selling to Liverpool 
on apprehensions that the labor 
troubles in Oldham would spread.

Aecordipg to latest reports, the storm was 
near the north coast of Yucatan .this morn- 
ing and apparently moving north auth aaetwent- 
ward. Neither the barometer nor wind gu 
suggested a storm of great intensity, but it 
iooked ag though this storm was beaded 
for the Louisiana coast. Map readers were 
rather nervous over weather outlook. owing 
to low barometer west of the Mississippi 
also, and.the chill in the 
morning emphasized the fact that 
September more than half over, the ques. 
is approaching. 
Liverpool was lower and Manchester trade 
advices unfavorable, but after opening at 
a decline of 25 to 47 points, the local mar 
ket firmed up the weather uncertainty 
and reports of a steadier spot basis in the 
eastern belt. The advance carried active 
months well above last Saturday’s closing 
figures and offerings were well absorbed 
enough to give the market a firm under- 
tone. The official forecasts were favor- 
able. Liverpool reported. selling on ap- 
prehension that the Oldham labor troubles 
would spread, but reports from domestic 
goods market were a little more encour 
aging.

The 
better weather of the past week inland is 
not refic@jed in any improvement excep 
to permit Tapid picking of cotton and larg>r 
receipts, as insects appear to be offsettinz 
the bettcr climatic conditions.

IN RAILS AND OILS 


Week on Stock Exchange 
Begins With Compre- 
hensive Inquiry in These 
Stocks—Strength Also 
Shown in Miscellaneous 
Issues. 


‘New York, September 20.—The 
week on the Stock Exchange be- 
gan with a resumption of the recent 
comphrensiv. inquiry for railroad 
and oil shares at irregular quota- 
tions, various miscellaneous issues 
also strengthenning. 

Net gains of from 1 to 5 1-2 points 
were registered by such stocks as 
Crucible Steel, Atlantic Gulf, Writ- 
ing Paper referred, American To- 
bacco and Mexican Petroleum. Rails 
fell back on profit-taking in the 
final hour and some of the special- 
ties, notably leathers, lost ground 
on rumors of prospective dividend 
reductions. Sales amounted to 
about one million shares, the larg- 
est turn-over in many weeks. Events 
over the week-end, including the 
enormous clearing house expansion 
of loans, imposed occasional res- 
traints on the- bullish operations of 
labor showing a decrease in the 
number of employes of the country’s 
leading industires for August may 
have accounted for the backward- 
ness of steels, equipments and kin- 
dred stocks.

Washington, September 20.— 
(United News.)—There are now 
only 457 officers and 3,029 enlisted 
men still under treatment in army 
general hospitals, and from these 
tigures the war department con- 
siders that the army has nearly 
completed its task of caring for 


itage of the late war. 

This statement of the department, 
just made, comes coupled with the 
Yannouncement that only eight large 
army hospitals remain in active op- 
eration, and that of these the use of 
four as general hospitals will be 
discontinued in October. 

The hospitals to be discontinued 
are the Hoff General, at Staten 
Island, N. Y.; the Lawson General 
at Fort McPherson, Ga.; the Lovell 
General at Forf Sheridan, IIl., and 
the O’Reilly General at Oteen, N. C., 
which has been maintained for tu- 
berculosis patients, None of these 
hospitals, according to the depart- 
ment, is now operating at capacity. 


Colonel Bratton, executive officer 
at Fort McPherson, where the 
Lawson General hospital is located, 
said last night that orders have 
been rec. ved here providing that 
the institution at Fort McPherson 
cease .operations as a general hos- 
pital on September 30, and from 
that date the Fort McPherson hgs- 
pital will be a division hospital, 
and not under the direct jurisdiction 
of the surgeon general. AS a gen- 
eral hospital, cases were sent to 
McPherson from all parts of the 
United States. After the change is 
made the hospital will take care 
4 the men stationed in this section 
alone.
